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Northern Illinois, summer 1984. 
A blue Chevy Cavalier sits with its 
trunk agape, the family inside 
enjoying a double feature at the 
drive-in. Up on the screen, the 
future governor of California is 
clad in only a loincloth, battling 
alongside Grace Jones for control 
of the world, or perhaps dibs on the squat rack. (He 
is really, really oiled up.) The rusted metal speaker 


box the family has slung over the window 
glass is doing its best to overcome the 
peals of children outside, who flit between 
cars collecting grass stains and new 
friends in equal measure. Arnold swings 
his sword. The speaker squawks and 
buzzes. The boy inside the car cheers. 
He escapes. And yet there is no place in 
the world the boy would rather be than 
right there, in the back of that aging 
station wagon. 

You’ve had moments like this, I hope, 
memories that might never have happened 
without something to gather around: a 
screen of any size, the song of summer, a 
sporting event. This season is strung 
together from these moments, and for 
nearly 25 years, ENTERTAINMENT WEEKLY 
has offered a guide to mining this kind 
of meaning out of the months to come.

WHEN EW WROTE about the fall TV schedule six years ago, 
we lamented that there was only one minority character anchor- 
ing a show on the major broadcast networks (and that was the 
animated Cleveland Brown on Fox’s The Cleveland Show, who 
was voiced by a white actor). What a difference a Scandal makes. 

As the network slates recently unveiled at the annual 
upfront presentations proved, next season’s prime-time 
lineup is the most diverse ever, with about 10 new shows 
featuring nonwhite stars. For example, there’s ABC’s fall 
Latino family sitcom Cristela and its midseason comedy Fresh 
Off the Boat (the first Asian-American sitcom in 20 years!). 
Yet it’s the number of shows with black leads—and especially 
Oscar-nominated talent—that’s the most striking surge. On 
Thursday nights, ABC will have two dramas starring African- 
American women back-to-back—which has never happened— 
when it pairs Scandal with Shonda Rhimes’ latest, How to Get 
Away With Murder, starring two-time Oscar nom Viola Davis 
(The Help, Doubt). This fall the network will also debut the 
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comedy Black-ish with Oscar nominee 
Laurence Fishburne (What’s Love Got to 
Do With It), while Fox has a hospital 
dramedy, Red Band Society, starring 
Oscar winner Octavia Spencer (The Help), 
and NBC boasts nominee Alfre Woodard 
(Cross Creek) as the President of the 
United States on the thriller State of 
Affairs. (Behind the scenes, John Ridley, 
who took home the Adapted Screenplay 
Oscar for 12 Years a Slave, penned the 
pilot for the ABC race drama American 
Crime.) In midseason, Fox is offering up 
the hip-hop drama Empire, starring a trio 
of nominees—Terrence Howard (Hustle & 
Flow), Taraji P. Henson (The Curious Case 
of Benjamin Button), and Gabourey Sidibe 
(Precious)—and created by fellow Oscar 
nom Lee Daniels (also Precious). And up 
first this summer, there’s Oscar winner 
Halle Berry (Monster’s Baill) headlining 
CBS’ sci-fi mystery Extant. 

There are likely a few factors at play. 
Yes, there’s the Scandal effect. When the 
third-highest-rated drama on broadcast 
stars Kerry Washington, it’s no wonder 
network execs seem more willing to 
greenlight projects fronted by actors of 
color. “It made sense to [envision 
Scandal] that way since Olivia Pope is 
based on a real person who is African- 
American, and Shonda felt strongly 
about it,” says ABC Studios’ executive 
vice president Patrick Moran. “Maybe 
other networks are now rethinking 
diversity, but for us it always felt that’s 
what the world looked like, and it’s just a 
more contemporary approach to have 
more diversity reflected in our 
shows.” (To be fair, there have been 
other broadcast attempts to launch 
new series with black leads in recent 
years—like NBC’s short-lived shows 
Undercovers and Ironside—but none 
that took off.) 

Data also suggest that increased 
diversity can boost ratings. While 
minorities have historically been way 
underrepresented in Hollywood pro- 
gramming, a recent UCLA study ana- 
lyzed more than 1,000 TV shows 
across cable and broadcast, and found 
that viewers were more drawn to 
shows with ethnically diverse lead 
cast members and writers. And 
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Alfre Woodard (right) and 
Katherine Heigl! star on the White 
House'drama State of Affairs 


nearly half of all millennials—who make 
up the bulk of the coveted 18-34 demo- 
graphic—are nonwhite. 

But could there be an authentic, non- 
calculated, noncynical desire to tell 
fresh stories? (Imagine that!) Horizon 
Media ad buyer David Campanelli says 
he hasn’t heard any industry suits 
citing data points for their diversity 
surge. “I think it’s really just natural 
that networks want their shows to 
reflect the makeup of their audience,” 
he says. “It was especially pleasing 
[that] the networks didn’t seem to be 
casting diversity for diversity’s sake— 
they just seemed to be [selecting] the

best shows, by the best people, starring 
the best actors.” 

The fact that so many Oscar nomi- 
nees—and several statuette winners— 
are headed to TV does, however, 
suggest something less than sunny 
about Hollywood’s film side. One talent 
agent says it was a lack of great movie 
roles for black actors that has prompted 
so many to flee to TV. “People question 
why Oscar winner Octavia Spencer 
and Oscar nominee Viola Davis have to 
sign on to a television show,” he says. 
“That’s not the typical path their male 
counterparts or white female counter- 
parts are taking.” 

Yet Extant star Berry pointed to 
Oscar winner Matthew McConaughey’s 
role on HBO’s True Detective as evi- 
dence that there may be a broader 
trend at play here. “I think there’s a 
lack of quality film roles across the 
board right now,” she says. “It seems 
like the quality is in television. Actors 
are just going where the good material 
is.” Adds Lee Daniels: “The [TV] audi- 
ence can be much wider than that of 
film...[and] the structure of television 
has changed—some shows have 
shorter seasons, so actors [can] work 
in the television space and also have 
time for movies.”

OW DO! LOOK?” 


Jessica Alba asks, and the question may as well be rhetorical. Clad in a 
figment of a bikini, she stands on top of an apple box at the edge of a cliff 
in Malibu, overlooking the cerulean Pacific as a fan blows her hair into a 
golden tornado and a chirpy chorus assures her she looks “ah-mazing.” 
It’s sexy in a way that’s less about sex than it is about some platonic pop 
culture ideal of sexiness, an abstraction of sultriness and suntan oil 
straight off a poster decorating the inside walls of a 14-year-old boy’s 
mind. She’s a locker-room reverie made real. 

For the rest of us at this May 8 EW photo shoot, there’s a different 
question: “Where do I look?” No one quite seems to know where to rest 
his gaze for longer than 1.3 seconds. Seven people huddle around a 
covered laptop to look at the photos, examining Alba’s image in the 
black-draped interior like it’s a camera obscura and they’re trying to 
avoid looking directly at an eclipse. Alba, meanwhile, isn’t fazed in the 
least. She adjusts the fan to compensate for the ocean breeze that has 
picked up at her back, asks someone to hit play on her iPod playlist, and 
then returns to posing. This ain’t her first rodeo. 
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Indeed, in Frank Miller’s Sin City: A Dame to 
Kill For—the long-anticipated sequel to Robert 
Rodriguez and Miller’s 2005 noir live-action 
comic book that hits theaters on Aug. 22—Alba 
straps on the cowboy boots and twirls the lariat 
one more time as Nancy Callahan, a gun-toting 
stripper with a heart of gold and bullets of lead. 
In the first film, Nancy was known for the havoc 
wreaked upon her. But the sequel is more 
concerned with what she wreaks upon others, 
as she seeks to punish those responsible for 
the death of her protector (Bruce Willis). 
What's more, hers is the first story in the hyper- 
masculine Sin City movieverse narrated by a 
woman. “She was more naive in the first film. 
Ignorance was bliss,” Alba says. “In this one 
there’s no bliss and no ignorance. I wanted her 
to transition from being a victim to being some- 
one who’s in control of her own story.” 

In the nine years since the first film, Alba 
too has taken a pen to her own narrative, 
writing the second act of her choosing. At 
33, and after two decades in showbiz, she has 
two other full-time jobs: mother of two and

president of a multimillion-dollar company. 
So when she breaks out the swimsuit for a 
magazine cover, it’s the decision of a woman 
who not only knows that sex sells but can also 
calculate its exact market value. In Hollywood, 
sex and commerce form less an intersection 
than an elevated freeway, with one running 
parallel directly beneath the other. What’s 
interesting about Alba is that at some point 
between the two Sin City films, she appears to 
have slid into the driver’s seat. 

She’s at home with this aspect of her fame in 
a way she wasn’t when, as a teenager, she was 
handpicked by James Cameron to star on his 
hotly buzzed-about 2000-02 sci-fi series Dark 
Angel. Poured into skintight leather outfits as a 
genetically modified supersoldier, Alba graced 
the cover of Maxim in 2000 and topped its 
Hot 100 list less than a year later. For a girl 
from the inland suburbs of Los Angeles raised 
in a strict Catholic household, becoming a 
pinup-perfect sex symbol took some getting 
used to. “I didn’t have a lot of experience, so at 
first it was all kinds of weird,” says Alba. “I’m 
kind of a prude, and I didn’t really understand. 
They would always ask me provocative 
questions about my sexuality, my this or that. 
Sometimes I would lie and say something 
that wasn’t true to make myself seem more 
interesting than I was. I mean, I didn’t even 
know how to walk in heels until I went to the 
Golden Globes for the first time.” 


IT’S A WEEK before the 
photo shoot, and Alba is 
sitting three feet away from 
a framed diaper. We’re in 
one of seven conference 
rooms packed into the Santa 
Monica headquarters of the Honest Company, 
of which Alba is cofounder and president. 

For actresses, Hollywood can feel a bit like 
Logan’s Run. Once you hit 30 and the crystals in 
your hands start glowing, you know your allotted 
time may be almost up. In the capricious world 
of fame, it never hurts to have a retirement 
plan. Alba’s is Honest, a start-up that has turned 
into a full-fledged operation producing and 
selling a line of baby and household products 
(annual revenues are now north of $50 million). 
Alba spends more time in its offices than she 
does on film sets these days, working from a

STEP 1 


Before the shoot, the 
director meets with the 
actors to block out the 
carnal choreography.

THE SUMMER, ARIANA GRANDE HAS ONE LESS, ONE 
LESS OBSTACLE TO POP SUPERSTARDOM. BY TIM STACK 


AFTER LANDING 438,000 
downloads in its first week 
(the fourth-best-selling debut 
for a female artist), Ariana 
Grande’s “Problem” is now a 
contender for the 2014 song- 
of-summer title. But the 20-year-old pop star 
originally didn’t think the swagger-fueled jam 
would be a single. “It was so different from me,” 
says Grande, who had a hit last year with ’90s 
throwback “The Way,” featuring rapper Mac 
Miller, and who is known for her roles on the 
Nickelodeon series Victorious and Sam & Cat. But 
she went with the Max Martin-produced track 
after getting some advice from her friend Big 
Sean. “He was like, ‘You’ve got a beautiful voice, 


but this is pop music—you gotta take a risk. You 
gotta let go and have fun’ So I did.” Even while 
she was recording the song, though, Grande 
wasn’t completely convinced. “It didn’t make 
sense to me as a single until I heard it completely 
mixed, and then I was like, ‘Ohhhhh, s---’” 

The appeal of “Problem” can be traced to the 
brilliant combo of Grande’s Mariah-like vocals, 
the bumping sax beat (courtesy of hitmaker 
Martin, who produced pop phenoms like Britney 
Spears’ “...Baby One More Time”), the homage 
to Jay Z’s “99 Problems,” and a rap from current 
hip-hop It Girl Iggy Azalea. “I met her at the 
EMAs when we presented together,” says 
Grande. “Then we spent some time together at 
the after-party and just hit it off-” 

One secret of the song’s success is the relat- 
able and empowering message. “Everybody has 
trouble with confidence these days,” says the 
singer. “All these young girls hate themselves, 
and these women have horrible relationships 
with men. And men too! We all go through it. 
‘Problem’ is such an IDGAF song that makes 
everybody feel great.” OMFG, we agree.

smart, pretty British actress in The Devil Wears Prada, throwing withering 
glances at poor Anne Hathaway. You might have seen her in The Adjust- 
ment Bureau, dancing around a lovestruck Matt Damon. (You almost 
certainly haven’t seen her in My Summer of Love, where she plays a 
bi-curious rich girl, but you should. She’s terrific in it.) You know she has 
a 3-month-old daughter, Hazel, with hubby John Krasinski, who was so 
sweet on The Office. Why would a nice girl like that want to bust her nose, 
not to mention dislocate her thumb and pop two ribs out, for a film like this? 

As it turns out, Blunt has an edge. “Emily is not soft-spoken,” says Doug 
Liman, who directed Edge of Tomorrow. “She’s that rare person that maybe 
hasn’t existed since Katharine Hepburn, who has that much strength and 
humor and beauty and confidence and intelligence—it’s actually sort of 
unfair.” Adds Cruise via email: “Emily is a very intelligent actress able to 
convey inherent strength and vulnerability at the same time.” 

Blunt says she loved duking it out (verbally) with Liman and Cruise 
over the finer points of her character, something they did a few times a 
week during the London shoot—often late at night in Cruise’s hotel room. 
“There were some tense meetings,” she says. “Sometimes we did crash 
heads, and that was okay. There were no feelings hurt because everyone 
was striving for the film to be the best it could be.” According to Liman, 
Blunt’s lack of action-movie experience was an advantage. “At one point, I 
lost my cool a little bit and snapped at Emily about a suggestion she made. 
She was like, ‘Easy! I’ve never made a film like this before!’ And I fired 
right back at her, “Well, ’ve never made a film like this before either!’ And 
Tom said, “That’s exactly why I’m so excited about this movie. We’ve never 
done anything like this before. Let’s see what we find out.” 

The actress also got a kick out of training for the fight scenes, which 
required her to run and jump in an 85-pound metal exoskeleton that 
makes her look like a fashion-forward Transformer. “I was encouraged to 
study Krav Maga”—an Israeli martial art—“because they wanted me to 
be as aggressive as possible,” she says. “Maybe they thought I was just 
going to look like a pansy in the movie.” Instead she tapped into a tough 
side that even her husband hadn’t seen before. “He works out at the same 
gym, and he would walk in and see me kneeing a bag repeatedly, as if I 
were kneeing someone in the balls. He was just like, ‘Oookaaay!’” That 
story makes her laugh. It’s a smart, pretty British laugh. But one that 
makes you glad you aren’t that bag.

(1) THE ORIGINS 
“Nosferatu is one of my favorite 
vampire films, both the silent 
and the [Werner] Herzog 
version,” says del Toro, and the 
classic was the main inspiration 
for the design of the Master on 
The Strain. “He has this long, 
tight coat and the two front 
teeth are ratlike and he’s 
balding with ratlike ears.”

“We wanted to keep the Master 
hidden from the audience for at 
least half of the season.

The Outsider

stars. Or in being one. In The Rover, he continues 
his curious career path.

How does it feel to be responsible for helping 
estranged couples rediscover each other at Sandals?

Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles | AUG.8 


WHEN THE TEENAGE MUTANT 

Ninja Turtles made their 

comic-book debut in 1984, the 

subterranean vigilantes 

looked comically fierce, with 

their chubby snouts, oversize 
protective pads, and ninja weapons. But in the 
new TMNT movie, they’re taller, heavier, and 
darker. “We looked at a ton of real-life skins 
and textures of different reptiles for inspiration,” 
says director Jonathan Liebesman of his CG- 
animated heroes’ muted green shade. 

The quartet—leader Leonardo, cutup Michel- 
angelo, rebel Raphael, and brainiac Donatello— 
now resemble a reptilian NFL team, a macho 
makeover in keeping with producer Michael 
Bay’s bigger-is-better style. “It’s definitely more 
badass,” says Liebesman (who last worked with 
Bay on 2011's Battle: Los Angeles). Gone too are 
the cheesy grins, a signature trait that endured 
through four films, several animated series, a 
stage show, and scores of comic books. “The orig- 
inal Turtles had mouths that didn’t articulate 
well, with huge teeth,” notes Lucasfilm F/X 
supervisor Pablo Helman, who led a team of 350- 
plus artists to create the characters’ new look. 

Unlike the 1984-era Turtles, who had clubby 
toes and prominent tails, the 2014 versions have 
little in common with their reptilian counter- 
parts. But the 30-year-old warriors could still be 
considered teenage. “Turtles are very late- 
maturing animals,” says Kate Mansfield, a 
marine biologist at the University of Central 
Florida. “It’s definitely possible to have this 
extended teenage period.” 
Just like the human TMNT 
fans who’ll be lining up on 
opening weekend.

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T’S BEEN 14 YEARS since 
Bryan Singer kicked off the 
X-Men movie franchise. In 
the interim, through seven 
films, we’ve been treated to 
sequels, prequels, side- 
quels, and requels. Whether 
you're a rabid comic-book 
collector or a casual fan of 
mutant mayhem, that’s a lot 
to wrap your skull around. 
Singer’s return in the pretzel-logic 
pop fantasia X-Men: Days of Future 
Past is so triumphant because of how 
effortless he makes connecting the 
dots seem. It’s an epic that couldn’t be 
more Byzantine on paper but scans 
with ease on screen. 

Ever since Singer left the fold after 
2003’s excellent X-Men 2 to direct 
Superman Returns, things have been 
pretty hit-and-miss. Brett Ratner’s 
X-Men: The Last Stand was a dud, and 
both Wolverine spin-offs, despite Hugh 
Jackman’s gruff, mutton-chopped 
charisma, were underwhelming. 
Only Matthew Vaughn’s X-Men: First 
Class duplicated Singer’s cocktail of 
gravitas and merry-prankster fun. 
First Class introduced new actors in 
familiar roles, namely James McAvoy 
as the young Charles Xavier and 
Michael Fassbender as Erik Lehn- 
sherr (a.k.a. Magneto), and the fizzy 
dynamic between these characters 
felt so fresh and emotionally resonant 
that it seemed inevitable the audi- 
ence would demand to see the power- 
house actors in those roles again. 

Not surprisingly, the best thing 
about Days of Future Past is that it’s 
heavier on the days past than future. 
In that sense, it’s a lot like 1994’s 
Star Trek: Generations, where even 
the most fervent fans of the USS 
Enterprise were waiting for William 
Shatner’s Kirk to bite the dust and 
pass the phaser to the Next Gen 
posse. The Star Trek parallel isn’t an 
idle one. In Singer’s new film, one of 
the key themes is traveling back in 
time to change the course of the 
present. It’s a movie about violating 
the Prime Directive. The nerdy irony 
is that it’s Picard himself, Patrick

Evan Peters can thank his performance on FX’s American Horror Story for land- 
ing him the Quicksilver part in X-Men: Days of Future Past. “[Director] Bryan 
Singer was a fan of AHS and called me and offered me the role,” says the actor, 
who will return this fall for a fourth season of the anthology series. “I was in 
complete shock, like, ‘Do you have the right Evan?’” In Past, witty teenage 
Quicksilver, who moves so fast that everything else happens in slow motion, 
is tasked with breaking Erik Lehnsherr (Michael Fassbender) out of a seem- 
ingly impenetrable Pentagon prison. This leads to the movie’s most dazzling 
sequence: Quicksilver speeding across the walls of a room, rearranging the

The film opens in a bleak future 
that finds the mutants and their 
human sympathizers cordoned off in 
an eerily glowing Central Park deten- 
tion camp. The mutants who have 
managed to survive a xenophobic 
government (and their numbers are 
rapidly dwindling) are on the run 
from the Sentinels, a robot race of 
exterminators gunning to wipe out 
the freaks for good. Stewart’s Xavier 
and his longtime frenemy Magneto 
(Ian McKellen) have sought refuge at 
a Chinese monastery where several 
other mutants are hiding out. Cue 
Blink, Sunspot, and Iceman (but 
don’t get too attached; they mostly 
pop up during the film’s Sentinel- 
fueled bookends). There’s also 
Ellen Page’s Kitty Pryde. Thanks to 
her ability to transport a person’s 
consciousness through time, she 
helps execute Xavier’s scheme to zap 
Wolverine back to the pivotal moment 
in 1973 when Jennifer Lawrence’s 
blue-skinned shape-shifter Raven/ 
Mystique assassinated the Sentinels’ 
mastermind, Dr. Bolivar Trask 
(Peter Dinklage). If Wolverine 
can prevent the murder, then the 


firearms of multiple unmoving guards. (The elaborate set 
piece was filmed with a Phantom camera, which records in 
super slo-mo.) “A lot of it is shot with guys frozen in time, 
like doing a mannequin pose, and then me running around 
them,” says Peters.

So 
Wolverine enlists a new mutant to 
the celluloid series, Evan Peters’ 
Quicksilver, whose brief turn as the 
ultimate jailbreaker is the highlight 
of the film (see sidebar). It’s also 
proof that Singer really gets what 
makes these movies such smart— 
and smart-ass—fun. 

The central conflict in Days of 
Future Past is between the young 
Xavier and Lehnsherr. Can they trust 
each other? Who has the stronger 
hold on Mystique? And once again, 
McAvoy and Fassbender prove that 
just because a movie is huge doesn’t 
mean you have to ham it up—that it’s 
possible to make a superhero flick 
feel as intimate as a piece of theater. 
I do wish that Dinklage’s Trask 
had more layers to his villainy and 
Lawrence had more to do. But these 
are minor complaints. The main one 
for fans of the comics, I think, will be 
that with so much ground to cover, 
certain mutants get shortchanged. 
But you can’t have it all. Plus, there’s 
always the next sequel. B+

Fathers and sons, crime and punish- 
ment, and sin and salvation are the 
Old Testament themes of director 
Jim Mickle’s juicy slice of East 
Texas pulp fiction.

But then something magical 
happens: Don Johnson pulls up ina 
red Cadillac convertible and gooses 
the film with a delirious blast of 
down-home adrenaline—and a blast 
of bloody violence.

VEN THOUGH IT’S set in a prison 
that serves tampon sandwiches for 
lunch, Orange Is the New Black is a 
pretty highbrow show, whether it’s 
quoting Shakespeare’s Coriolanus, 
name-dropping Ulysses, or analyzing Robert 
Frost’s “The Road Not Taken” in a way that 
will permanently alter how you interpret that 
poem. Midway through the second season, 
Officer Fischer (Lauren Lapkus) makes a liter- 
ary reference that’s particularly spot-on. She’s 


monitoring the inmates’ telephone conversa- 
tions when her eyes brighten. “It’s so interesting, 
all these lives,” she says. “It’s like Dickens.” 


She’s right. Orange Is the New Black might be 
the closest thing we have to Charles Dickens 


—— right now: a sharp denunciation of an arcane 
system, driven by hardscrabble characters 
with whimsical names that define who they 


= \__/ are and what they like. This season delves 


further into the complicated lives of Poussey 


Taylor Schilling 
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(Samira Wiley), Crazy Eyes (Uzo Aduba), and 
Taystee (Danielle Brooks), making them even 
more sympathetic, especially when Taystee’s 
old drug-dealer boss Vee (Lorraine Toussaint) 
shows up. (Minor spoilers ahead.) And when 
Piper (Taylor Schilling) starts snooping into 
allegations of fraud at Litchfield, OJTNB 
continues its savvy critique of officials who 
benefit from the oppression of the poor— 
what, exactly, is Fig (Alysia Reiner) doing 
with those prison funds?—and prisoners who 
manipulate the goodwill of officials. And 
there’s no better satire of white privilege on 
television: When Larry (Jason Biggs) tells 
Piper that he just stood in line for hours to get 
a much-hyped “bagnut”—half bagel, half 
doughnut—she sighs, “I forgot what it’s like to 
have all that freedom to waste.” 

Maybe that’s the biggest difference from 
last season: Piper’s not the Whole Foods- 
eating, Toms-shoes-buying idealist anymore, 
and it’s gratifying to see her lose the wide- 
eyed blondie shtick. Karly on, she must decide 
whether to tell the truth and testify against 
a drug lord, or lie and protect Alex (Laura 
Prepon), and her decision makes her want 
to declare herself “a lone wolf, and a vicious 


one.” But these women are way too caught up 
in one another’s lives for that, and watching 
how much they depend on each other in this 
matriarchal world can be quite moving, from 
Vee saving a piece of cake for the ever- 
excluded Crazy Eyes to Poussey helping 
Taystee tailor her skirt for Career Day. When 
Piper wonders whether anyone would care if 
she died, Nicky (Natasha Lyonne) is right 
there to reassure her. “You’re one Cheerio in 
the bulk box of life,” she says, “but you f---in’ 
tickle me, so I think it would matter.” Okay, so 
that’s not exactly the stuff of Dickens—but 
that doesn’t mean it’s not profound.

So it’s 
genuinely exciting that she opens her new 
album with “Cry,” an emotional Mariah-at- 
the-piano ballad that could make people start 
to care about the music again.

HE BOOK INDUSTRY quivers on 
the precipice, crying out for a savior. 
Lo, anew hope from the Old World: 
The Truth About the Harry Quebert 
Affair, a massively successful thriller 
by Swiss author Joél Dicker. Two 
million sold. Translated into 32 lan- 
guages. Ron Howard has the movie 
rights. (Ron Howard! He made The Da Vinci Code, and that 
other one!) Can the buzz get any buzzier? The first line of 
Quebert’s prologue reads, “My book was the talk of the town.” 
Dicker isn’t just the book’s writer; he’s the hype man, too. 

So it takes a few minutes to realize that Quebert is a really, 
truly, wonderfully bad book filled with more than 600 pages 
of purple prose and nonsense twists, of dialogue ripped 
straight out of a Roy Lichtenstein thought balloon. “A man 
like Harry would never want a common diner waitress like 
me!” says the lovelorn local girl. “Oh, Goldman, I’m so sick 
of your morals and lofty principles,” huffs the malevolent 
publisher to the dashing young writer. 

Yes, Quebert takes place in a world where publishers are 
still malevolent, young writers are dashing, and girls are 
angels until they’re whores. When the book begins, popular 
author Marcus Goldman has writer’s block. He visits his old 
teacher Harry Quebert in a New Hampshire town filled with 
smiles and secrets. Turns out Quebert had a long-ago affair 
with a 15-year-old named Nola Kellergan, who disappeared 
without a trace. Would you believe Nola’s body is then discov- 
ered on Harry’s estate? And everyone thinks Harry killed 
Nola, except Marcus? And nothing is what it seems? 

The plot thickens at the breakneck pace of bread rising. I 
would advise skipping the first half to get to the good stuff, 
but then you'd miss out on some utterly pretentious show- 
manship, like a book-within-a-book called The Origin of Evil. 
(Deep!) Quebert’s take on Nola is mildly offensive—appar- 
ently it’s all right for a grown man to romance a teenager if 
They’re Really In Love. But that’s a mere prelude to the 
pure-camp outrageousness of the final act, which plays like 
an episode of Law & Order: SVU that thinks it’s Dostoyevsky. 
If that sounds slightly fun, you’re right. If it sounds com- 
pletely ridiculous, you’re right about that, too. €

Fourth of July 
Creek 


Smith Henderson 
NOVEL

Like the body of 
water in the Mon- 
| tana wilderness that 
gives this novel its 
title, Fourth of July 
Creek wends its way 
through territory 
that’s treacherous and beautiful, 
often both at the same time. It’s not 
just the deep wooded scenery and 
mountain vistas that lend Smith 
Henderson’s stunning debut novel 
its power, it’s the slippery slopes of 
damaged human spirits that are 
breathtaking and heartbreaking. 
The story unfolds in the early 
Reagan years, when antigovernment 
fervor was more consigned to back- 
woods redoubts than to the 24-hour 
scream of cable news. Pete Snow is 
a social worker covering vast rural 
areas where the best he can hope 
for is to bring some aid and comfort 
to the children of parents who are 
living on the edge. Not that his help 
is welcome. Having ditched his 
unfaithful wife in Texas, leaving 


behind a daughter of his own, he 
moved north to grapple with drug 
addicts, abusers, and garden-variety 
neglectful idiots. The narrative 
meanders at times, but Henderson’s 
immersive, colorful style makes 
this scenic journey worthwhile. 
He’s a curious kind of hard-boiled 
poet—part Raymond Chandler, 
part Denis Johnson. 

All this puts Snow on a path with 
Benjamin Pearl, an 11-year-old who 
is dirty, distressed, and dying of 
scurvy when Snow finds him and his 
demented, apocalypse-anticipating 
father, Jeremiah, living off the grid 
amid the timber. The elder Pearl 
has caught the FBI’s attention with 
his paranoid proselytizing, and Pete 
splits his time between caring for 
Benjamin and traveling from state 
to state in search of his own run- 
away daughter. 

The story asks, is it possible to save 
ourselves by saving others? At one 
point Snow and the Pearls discover 
a mysterious menagerie of large 
animals lying dead beneath remote 
power lines—a high-voltage wire has 
come loose, electrocuting all who 
draw near. It’s a metaphor that 
resounds throughout Fourth of July 
Creek: Whether trying to help or 
merely prey on the fallen, it’s all too 
easy to go down with them. A

What happens in Vegas stays in 
Vegas. At least that’s the verbal 
handshake delivered in most Sin 
City stories. But then Laura 
McBride’s stirring first novel, We 
Are Called to Rise, set in suburban 
planned developments and trash- 
strewn rough neighborhoods, is 
unlike any Vegas tale I’ve ever read, 
mostly because it’s about the ordi- 
nary people who call it home. It 
is the story of second grader 
Bashkim, a sweet and nervous boy 
whose struggling Albanian parents 
own an ice cream truck.

Using a 
photograph of himself enjoying an alfresco 
breakfast on his roof as a jumping-off point, 
scientist Miodownik dives into every detail, 
from the history of the concrete in the 
building to the reasons titanium was used 
to make the screws in his surgically 
repaired knee. While Stuff sometimes 
forgets its intended layperson audience, 
Miodownik’s joyous curiosity offsets the 
occasional jolt of jargon. B+ —Kyle Anderson 
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only child, Nate, has been ruined by 
three deployments to Iraq. And of 
Luis, another broken soldier who 
starts exchanging letters with 
Bashkim through a school pen- 
pal program. And finally, though 
her sections are the weakest, of 
Roberta, a social worker who has 
lost more kids to Vegas’ hard 
streets than she’s saved. 

Told in pitch-perfect alternating 
voices—I could read a whole novel 
just about Luis—Rise is reminiscent 
of the divisive movie Crash. But 
McBride loves her characters well, 
and one feels her own sense of 
anguish as they hurtle toward 
catastrophe. Her language is never 
trite, and the life lessons aren’t slick. 
It turns out that with all that luck 
and longing and surface transience, 
Las Vegas is the perfect backdrop 
for a universal story about the 
messy wonders of community. A= 


The Good Spy 
Kai Bird

When biographer Bird 
was a boy growing up ina 
consulate compound in 
Saudi Arabia, his family 
lived next door to an 
unassuming man named 
Robert Ames. It wasn’t 
until years later that Bird realized his former 
neighbor was one of the most important CIA 
operatives in the Middle East, one whose 
hard-won contacts in the PLO helped bring 
the region closer to peace than ever before. 
In his riveting, illuminating account of Ames’ 
life and ultimate death in the 1983 embassy 
bombing in Beirut, Bird pulls back the thick 
black curtain on the world of clandestine 
intelligence affairs—a world that turns out 
to be more blazer-and-pen than cloak-and- 
dagger, though no less engrossing—to tell 
the story of one individual's good work ina 
not-so-good system.
